If the office in question 
lias been properly kept during the twelve years of Mr 
Brown’s encumboncy, there should bo but little trou¬ 
ble for bis successor, if lie is a man of even ordinary 
intelligence, to be able to locate and care for any re¬ 
cord or paper pertaining to tho office in an oxtromely 
short time. Of course there aro some small things, 
such as being able to wait upon thc patrons of tho of¬ 
fice, that must be learned by a new man upon his elec¬ 
tion, but this should be cosily acquired. Beyond this, 
as I said, tho office is bo surrounded by express laws 
and rognlatious that the average man can care for it. 
Thi records are there to show for themselves. The 
clork is not a part of the records of the office, bot only 
the custodiun ot the same. 

It is to be presumed that tlio wise legislators who 
croated the offico of County Clerk, and the wiser leg¬ 
islators who have perpetuated tho same through past 
} ears, gave tho matter, at the least, as much thought 
as has “Lawyer,” and had they thought, as he doer, 
that one man should hold the place forever, thoy would 
not have made it an elective office, but an appointive 
one, to be held for life or during good behavior. The 
County of Pocahontas was croated by the legislature 
of Virginia in 1822, since which timo the office Of 
County Clerk has been fillod by various good uion. It 
has never been said boforo that'“large property inter¬ 
ests” were put in jeopardy on account of the office 
changing hands, nor have tho past encumbents held 
.the position for life ami roared their children to suc¬ 
ceed thorn. 

We aro living in a Ropublic, and tho most prosper¬ 
ous and successful Republic tho world lias ever known. 
One of the chief causes of our phenomenal success has 
been the elective power placed by our Constitution in 
tho hands of the people, and, in exercising this power, 
rotation in office for all elective otficos lias become an 
ingrain principle of our institutions. It is one of tho 
most important safeguards of tho Ropublic. Should 
wo allow ono man to hold an offico forevor there is no 
telling what evils wonld result, should that man be 
devoid of principal. 

Since when did the offico of County Clerk bcoome 
1 of more importance than that of President of the Unit¬ 
ed States? Yet the .encumbent of that high offico is 
regularly changed every fonr years and at thent most, 
every eight years, without placing in jeopardy the 
property interests of the millions of inhabitants of the 
Republic. 

In conclusion allow me to say there are before you 
as candidates fi»r County-Clerk two gentlemen: Mr S. 

L. Brown, tho present encumbont, who is a man of 
most estimable parts, but who had held the office for 
15 years:^2 years as clerk and 3 years as deputy of a 
former clork; and Mr E. I. Holt, a man of equally 
high character, who is woll known to many of yon as 
Chairman of the Democratic Executive Committee, 
and as one who has for years past labored faithfully 
and honestly for the success of the Democratic party 
in the county without ever asking a reward. Mr 
Brown has made as efficient clork. I assure you that 
Mr Holt, if olected, will mako an efficient and accom- ‘ 
modating ono. Mr Brown has held tho offico long— 
Mr Holt has labored long and held no office. I most 
Assuredly think that Mr Holt is entitled to the favora¬ 
ble consideration of tho voters of the county.
